Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: First, applicant's representatives argued that Barrie teaches away 
from the claimed invention and expressly disagreed with the examiner's response set forth on p 4 of the the office 
action dated March 18, 2004. The examiner disagreed. Second, the representatives proposed amending the claims 
to clarify that each round of the game is independent.
